Franchise Bill Comes Before Par-

Disposed of 
BUDGET SPEECH 


Unlikely to Be Delivered This 
Week—Little Legislation for 
Upper Chamber 


OTTAWA, April 5. — (Canadian' 
Press.)—The pariiament bulhiings will 
resume its sessional appearance to-/ 
morrow, following the Paster recess, 
when both the house of commons and 
senate will again take up their activi- 
ties, It seems likely that the weck 
will be a busy one as the Franchise 
bill, one of the most contentious mea- 
sures to come before parliament this 
season, must be put through the com- 
mittee stage. A number of the less 
contentious clauses have already been 
disposed of, but the real fight in com- 
mitee fs yet to come before the Dill 
gets’ its third reading and finde its 
way to the upper chamber, 

Departmental estimates are yet to 
be disposed of, and those of the rail- 
way department are NKely to cause 
@ great deal of controversy. | 

The opposition seems in no mood to- 
let any of the estimates by without a 
Good deal of discussion, as was indi-| 
cated by the fight on the $26,000,000; 
shipbuilding vote, which was put) 
through only after decided opposition. | 

It seems unlikely that the budget 
speech will be delivered this week, but 
when it does come there will probably 
be a great deal of criticism from both 
the opposition and the cross-benches. 
There is, as yet, no indication what 
the tariff proposals of the government 
will be, but they will certainly not 
meet with the approval of the widely- 
dfffering factions in the house, 

Apparently the senate will find little | 
to do, as the house of commons has 
practically no legislation for the upper 
chamber. There is a number of dl- 
vorce bills to be disposed of, private 
members business may consume a part 
of the time of the senate. A long list} 
of questions remain to be answered by 
the government, and a large number of 
private members’ resolutions remain to 
be discussed. i 


WHEAT BEING 
MOVED QUICKLY 
AT PEACE RIVER 


Congestion at Elevator Relieved 
by Rapid Shipment from 
Terminals 


W. C. Molloy of Peace River, arriv- 
ed on Sunday’s Dunvegan train. He 
reports that grain is now being mov- 
ed rapidly from Peace River terminals. 
The congestion at the elevator has 
been relieved and half of the tempor- 
ary bins built and filled by farmers 
during the winter when shipping was 
suspended, have been emptied. Farm- 
ers are making heavy deliveries. 
Bleighing ts still good in ‘the country 


generally, but the grades coming 
down Into the great valley of the 
Peace are partly bare and make 


hauling difficult. However, the grain 
situation is much improved. | 
The long and severe winter has been 
hard on the thin cattle brought up 
from the south in the fall and left 
to rustle around the etraw stacks. 
An outfit of ofl drilling machinery 
recently arrived for the Peace River 
Petrolemun Co. It is being erected 
over the “Consolidated” well which is 
gunk to a depth of about 1,100 feet. 
The present hole will be reamed out 
for \jarger caging. Ample prepara- 
tions are made to drill to the lowest 
levels, | 
The Albersas has been working at, 
{mtervals during the winter. A thir-_ 
teen inch hole ie down 1,200 feet, 
Operations ‘have been suspended 
awaiting the arrival of 10 inch casing, 
eo that in case of any difficulties 
from water being encountered, it can 
be cased off. The hole is now in the 
oi] sands and the baller brings up oil 
with ‘the mud and water from the 
bottom.

finally approved of by the legislature 
Monday night will not include room- 
ing houses and hotels, as was first 
proposed in the bill presented to the 
session. When this biN came before 
the committee again, having been 
dealt with on Saturday afternoon, 
Hon, J. R. Boyle explained that he 
had been looking into the act and 
was convinced that it should not 
properly include hotels and rooming 
houses, because of the character of 
these places, where so many were 
operated on a small scale that it 
would be hard to draw the line. 
Therefore he moved that the sub- 
sectiong in the amendments propos- 
ing to include hotels and rooming 
houses in the definiton of “shop" be 
struck out. 

Alex Ross combatted this motion 
with some warmth, contending that 
hotels and rooming houses ought to 
be included, or at least brought under 
the jurisdiction of the minimum wage 


|board.to be appointed. The b'll, how- 


ever, was assented to by the other 
members. of the house without die- 
cussion, Therefore the act remains 
as ‘before in thie respect, with restaur- 
ants included’ in the list of shops 
affected ‘by the measure. 

This act authorizes the appoint- 
meni of a min fium wage board of 
five persons, consisting of two repre- 
sentatives of employers and two of 
employees, with a fifth selected by 
the attorney-general. 


Sessional Indemnity Increased 


In a host of other amendments to 
the etatutes of the province dealt 
with during the evening, the house 
agreed to increase the annual indem- 
nity to members of the legislature 
from $1,500 to $2,000, the only ob- 
jection to the advance being voiced 
by Alex Ross, who claimed that he 
could not accept the increase in view, 
of the inadequate salaries received b., 
elvil servants, and for various oth 
reasons, ' 

James Weir retorted with scathing 
reflection on the absence of Mr. Ross 
from the province during the entire 
summer of 1919 when the West was 
in the throes of labor agitation. He 
asserted that Mr. Ross knew nothing 
of the time and expense whioh rural 
members were required to give to 
their constituencies, Moreover, the 
members of the legislature had never 
received an increase ip indemnity al- 
though all other costs had advanced. 

Premier Stéwart very warmly re- 
sented the remarks of Mr. Ross re- 
specting the civil servants, kp peste} 
that the accusations were not founde 
on facts, because salaries had ‘that 
i Sebort ‘was realy’ for the “£0 
@ report “for “govern. 
ment which, if approved, would con- 
siderably augment ealaries up to 
$1,800 annually. While the premier 
said he was not prepared to say that 
Avberta paid more to civi] servants 
than all the other provinces, he was 
prepared to defend the scale as com- 
pared with other similar occupations. 

Mr. Ross ‘waa the only member to 
vote in support of his motion to 
strike out the amendment increasing 
the indemnity to $2,000. 


’ Residence Question 

Ancther amendment to the legisla- 
tive assembly act was proposed by Dr. 
Stewart, Lethbridge, who moved that 
members of the legislature be requir- 
ed to be British subjects and to reside 
in the province. ‘The possession of 
these qualif-cations belng required for 
candidates for the legislature was re- 
ferred to, Dr. Stewart and A, F, 
Bwing declaring that the legislative 
assembly act should make it clear 
thet the qualification should continue 
to apply after a member took his 
seat, 

Hon. J. R. Boyle pointed out that 
the law of the province was clear 
enough o nthe matter and sugcested 
that it was unwise to seek to amend 
the act until the end of the present 
assembly. Premier Stewart also took 
thig stand, saying that the motion 
was evidently directed at the member 
for Beaver River, who had not re- 
mained away from any of the sessions 
since removing from the province, 
and wag certainly attending to his 
duties in this reapect. The premier 
sald he was perfectly willing to make 
this amendment to the act at the end 
of the present assembly, promising to 
go even further if desired and make 
{t obligatory for a member to reside 
continuously in hig constituency. 
There were cries of “No, No,” from @ 
number of members at this sugges- 
tion. 

Hon. C. R, Mitchell drew attention 
to the fact that ‘the motion was over- 
riding the custom tn the British house 
of commons, referring to the case of 
Joseph Martin, then member for 8&t. 
Pancras, who resided in Vancouver. 

The tmotion of Dr. Stewart was 
voted down by a substant'al major- 
Ity without a division being called for 
in committee,

Said to Be One of the Best in the 
Province and Production Is 
Conservatively Stated 


Approximately $260,000 was in- 
vested by the Dominion government 
in lands, buildings and equipment in 
connect on with the Alberta peniten- 
Yary now being dismantied. 

Of the total sum mentioned ap- 
proximately $20,000 has been actually 
spént In the development of the do- 
mestic coal mine at present in cpera- 


tion on the penitentiary r-ounds, 
while an additional $25,000 ~ repre- 
sents an expenditure for other 
equipment purchased = at various 


t'mes in 1919 and which was to hive 
been .instailed for electrically equip- 
ping the mine shaft and lighting and 
heating the penitentiary build:ng. 
The government's decsion, how- 
ever, to close the building resulted in 
this §25,00 outlay not being applied 
for !ts intended purpose and at the 
present time the entire electrical ap- 
pliances, new bollers, engines and 
generators are on the grounds await- 
ing the government's instructions as

All this mine equipment purchased 
during 1919 and de‘ivered at frequent 
Intervals throughout the year was to 
have been installed in 1920 to Im- 


The | Prove the inst'tution and to efficiently 


equip the mine toward its final ob- 
jective of capacity operation. One 
item of approximately $12,000 was 
spent in the purchase of generators 
atone. They were never ‘nstalled on 
account of the government's new 
arrangements, and will now have to 
be returned to their source of supply 
or be retained by the government for 
instalation elsewhere. 

The $20,000 actually spent on mine 
development included the, cost of 
sinking the shaft; the cost of general 
equ pment in the purchase of motors, 
cages and the varous other necessi- 
ties for mining operations. The mine 
was sunk to a depth of 230 feet, 
with an additional 25 feet which took 
the form of a sump-hole for drain- 
age purposes. At 230 Yeet a vein 
of coal five feet three inches in depth, | 
upon which operations are now be-| 
ing carried, was struck and, accord- 
ing to other tests made, this single 
vein 's contained in the entire. terr!- 
tory of the Instituton which covers 
about 120 acres. At a depth of 500 
feet a ten-foot vein of fuel is sala to 
exist, while at 650 feet a similar vein

Where Were the Edmonton 
Members?

OTTAWA, March 30.—There was no 
uncertain ring about the things which 
Western members had to say to Hon. 


Dr. J, D. Reid, minister of railways | 


and canals, and Hon. A. L. Sifton, eec- 
retary of state, with respect to the de- 
ciaration of the government that the 
Hudson Bay railroad would not be 
gone ahead with this year, 

Demand H.B. Railway. 

“All right,” ea'd tn effect one mem- 
ber after another, “you plead economy 
very, well.’ we are with you. But if 
it is to be economy for the Hudson 
Bay railroad, it must be economy with 
respect to the Trent Céanal and the 
Welland Canal and all other big und- 
ertakings in the East. If the Trent 
Canal proceeds or the Welland Canal 
proceeds, then the Hudson Bay rall- 
road must proceed. This question has 
been made a political football ever 
since i882, when, on great placards 
the government of the day promised 
that if we voted for its candidates the 
line would be built. There ie too much 
pulling and hauling aver this matter. 
It seems to us lIlutle short of criminal 
folly to stop work on this line when 
it is near completion and when the 
whole West is clamoring for it.” 

Question of Labor, 

“Tt is not only the question of money 
which makes us delay operations,” 
stated the minister. ‘It is almost im- 
possible to get labor.” 

“That will also apply to thea Wel- 
land Canal, I suppose?" asked a West- 
ener. 

The ministers would not admit that 
such was the case. The Westerners 
then gave the ministers to understand 
that {f the government dia not make 
provisions for the completion of the 
road, then a solid delegation from 
the West would block every Eastern 
estimate of any size. 

Taking MoArthur Road 

There is the same unanimity of 
sentiment against the government tak- 
ing in any of the McArthur lines in 
the West, as the Canadian National 
railways already have a branch rune 
ing up Into the Peace River country, 
which can be extended, if necessary. 

Ship Wheat via Panama, 

“T understand,” sald one of them, 
“that part of the McArthur line has 
disappeared in places.’ In any case, 
there is no sense in people growing 
wheat at Grande Prairie, because it 
costs from 27 cents to 30 cents a bus- 
hel to get it to Fort William. It 
would have to be segt to. Vancouver 
for use in British Columbia ,or, !f 
there was a surplus for shipment, to 
the British Isles via the Panama Can- 
al. Westerners have found it impos- 
sible to get from the government any 
information as to the cost of shipping 
wheat in this way, although the Brit- 
ish Wheat Purchasing commission 
took wheat in this way through Van- 
couver. A great terminal elevator has 
been constructed at Vancouver to en- 
courage this bueiness.

{treaty than do Canad ans, and that 
jthey are going slow in digesting the 
peace treaty and the league of na- 
tions. He feels that to safeguard their 
nat.on it would seem to him that the 
United States was doing perfectly 
reht from their viewpoint to study 
the matter thoroughly. For only 
with the goodw.il and hearty co-opere 
ation of alj, the Engilish-speaning 
world can the League of Nations be 
of any effect.

MEET FOSTER: - 
FLYNN BARRED 


In Flynn Sends Challenge 
to eting Leader to Contest 
_ Toronto Seat 


Ottawa, April 6.—With a pollce- 
man guarding the entrance, the gov- 
ornment today received a delegation 
of returned men in. favor of the 
Flynn scheme of a casn, bonus run- 
ning from one thousand to two thous- 
and doliars, But J. Harry. Flynn him- 
self was not present. He 
panied the delegation almost to the 


door of the premier's office, but did! 


not enter. He had previously been 


notified by Sir George Foster, acting | 


premier, so Mr. Flynn informed a 


Canadian Press 
while the government would be pleas- 
ed to recelve the delegation, he him- 
velf would fot be received, “for rea- 
sons which will be evident to you.” 

“In reply,” Mr. Flynn added, “I 
have sont a challenge to Sir George 
Foster, inviting him to resign 
seat in North Toronto, and informing 
him that if he will do that, I will con- 
test it against him. The result will 
tell who has the approval of the peo- 

le.” 

? The delegation was represe:.tative 
of seven organizations: United Veter- 
any League, Grand Army of Canada, 
Hig Majesty's Army and Navy Vet- 
erans association, Naval Veterans, 
Originals’ Club, Veterans of France, 
American Volunteets with the C.E. 
F. 

The proceedings lasted two hours, 
and throughout they were just a calm 
discussion of the facts of the case. 
Each of the associations represented, 
presented through its delegate, form- 
al approval of the cash bonus pro- 
posed, and afterwards Sir George 
Foster replied. 

He referred to steps already taken 
by the government for the re-estab- 
lishment of returned men, and to the 
fact that a special committee had 
again been appointed by the house of 
commons to consider re-establish- 
ment and pensions. On the question 
of a fiat cash bonus, he said: 

“I can say to you that the govern- 
ment had not from the first been 
favorably disposed to saying to the 
returned soldiers: “Here, 
Thomas and George; here are $1,000 
or $1,600, or $2.000, You have fought 
for us. Take this money and sign 
us a clean shect. We are done with 
you; you are done with us.’ I do 
not think, and the government does 
not think, that would be the _ best 
plan. The government has never 
thought !t would. But the govern- 
ment will give consideration to what 
you have stated, and will give yon Its 
answer within a reasonable pesiod.” 


LLOYD GEORGE 
AND BONAR LAW

London, Apr!] 5.—(Canadian Press) 
Premier Lioyd George and Right- 
Hon, Bonar Law have written a joint 
letter to Patrick Ford, coalition candi- 
date for North Ed nburgh, where a 
vacancy occurred through Scottieh 
legal changes.

If the bylaw author- 
izing the expend:ture, igs not passed 
and the city unable to carry out the 
necessary extensions and remodelling 
of the power plant, the resulting con- 
ditions will be very serious and a 
dangerous situation will be created. 

No Capital Expenditure Since 1913, 

“There has been no capital expen- 
diture or any extens on carried out at 
the power plaht since 1913. The re- 
sult is that owing to various adverse 
conditions which existed during the 
last few years ,the power plant own- 
ed by the city is now inadequate, tn- 
efficient and in many respects, obso- 
lete, 

“Tho total capacity in generating 
units at the present time is 9,650 kilo- 
watts. The estimated peak load for 
1920 is 10,000 kilowatts, with all unite 
in service, This necessarily means @ 
curtailment of power service during 
the peak load per‘od of 1920, It should 
be understood that the program of ex- 
tension and reconstruction as pro- 
posed, will cover a period of approxi- 
mately two years, and no immediate 
addition to the available capacity of 
the plant car be expected,

To Medicine Hat belongs credit 

for having made an effort to equa- 
lize the burden of municipal taxa- 
tion, by asking the Legislature for 
amendments to the city charter 
which would allow the city to col- 
lect taxes from citizens who do not 
pay.

And only where 
everybody is concerned in getting 
value will the city get value. The 
financial stability of a city de- 
pends upon the number of electors

Acting Prime Minister Says the 
Question Will Be Settled 
Before Prorogation 


Satisfied with the success of the 
convention held in Montreal, Edmon- 
ton deiegates to the Dominion-wide 
conterence haye returned to th.g city 
feeling their missions have been weli 
accomplished. They now await the 
decision of the Canadian government 
in regard to the various proposals put 
forward that have as their object the 
betterment of returned soldiers’ con- 
ditions. 

According to Provincial Pres'dent 
W. A. Irwin, the special re-establish- 
ment committee of the convention, of 
which Thomas Dace was a member, 
| waited upon the government on Mon- 
|}day of last week and presented on 
| behalf of the association a petition of 
which the following is the most gal- 
jent of the clauses;— 

“Our organ.zation, in national con- 
vention assembled, have agreed that 
the re-establishment of the soldier 
can be more effectively carried out 
|} by himseif and more economically by 
our country by means of an indemnity 
In the form of a casb bonus applic: 
able to all. We feel that this grant 
| should be at least one dollar extra per, 
day of the services of those members 
of the forces who served on a bellig- 
erent front, and an approximately 
lesser amount to those who served 
their country In Great Brita’n, Siberla 
or Canada; and further, that this cash 
Re ES es yes | Erant be extended to the next-of-kin 
— = of a fallen comrade in a lump sum 
&mounting to not less than that he 


would have received had he returned 
at the date of the armistice.” |
